"Will we in America continue to 


live as free men and free women, 
or will we, too, become victims of 
the way of life of the slaves?", he 
asked us the choice confronting 
Americans at tho present time, as 
we are confronted with two worlds 
in conflict, holding to two irrecon- 
cilable -philosophies. 


Mr. Rogers then portrayed the 


different pictures of conditions of 
citizens in free governments and 
under barbaric military dictator- 
ships. 


After outlining social, economic, 
and other systems through the his- 
tory of America, Mr. Rogers as- 
serted this country was founded by 
a people who overcame great haz- 
ards to escape the tyrannies of the 
old world and established a gov- 
ernment guaranteeing liberty, free 
speech, free press, free assembly, 
the right to worship God according 
to dictates of their own conscience, 
and the preservation of the right 
of minorities. He then discussed 
the different races, tongues, colors, 
creeds constituting the 130,000,000 
Americans, 


llnpo and Faith. 


He pointed out that the Ameri- 
can flag waves with hopo and faith, 
exalts an ideal, aymliollzoH man's 
greatest political dream and calls 
us to servicu ami reconsccratlon in 
a world and age where despotism 
is extrolled 
and 
democracy de- 


nounced, freedom derided, and lib- 
erty scored. Pie then urged a re- 
arming 
morally and 
spiritually 
against class feeling and political 
strife, forming 
a moral 
defense 


based on the fundamentals of hon- 
esty, truth and .self-sacrifice. 
Turning his attention to enemies 
•itlijn our own ranks, Mr. Rogers 
^sorted there was no place in Am- 
rlca for one who Is not loyal to 
mr country, institutions and tradi- 
!ons, but warned against hysteria 
•hich he said is the inevitable by- 
roduct of war psychosis. Ho np- 
>ualed for tolerance 
and 
justice 


and a decent respect to the honest 
opinions of tho other fellow. Ho 
nsaerted he doubted test-books were 
subversive and un-American", but 
claimed he did believe some of the 
authors have a distorted viewpoint 
which is harmful in that they over- 
emphasize the flaws and under- em- 
inaslze tho virtues of our economic 
jystom, and thereby do not give the 
•outh a fair picture of the Ameri- 
can way of life. 


He said he had no quarrel with

This aris- 
tocracy will have slaves assigned 
to it, these slaves to be their prop- 
erty and to consist of landless 
non-German nations. 


"Please 
do 
not 


wprd 'slaves' as a 
rhetorical term; we actually have 
in mind a modern form of medi- 
eval slavery which we must and 
will introduce because we urgent- 
ly need it in order to fulfill our 
great tasks. Those slaves will by 
no means be denied the blessings 
of illiteracy; higher education will, 
in the future, be reserved only for 
the German population of Europe. 


The statement 
went 
on 
to 


charge the United States with con- 
fiscating much of the store of the 
world's gold which rightfully be- 
longed to the Nazis and insisted 
that such wrongdoing would not 
remain unpunished. "The United 
States wHl be forced by Germany 
to complete and final capitulation. 
Our superior industrial 
products 


will be sold at very low prices to 
the whole world, and will cause 
the United States to have not 7,- 
000,000 
but 
30,000,000 
to 
40,- 


000,000 unemployed. Mr. Roosevelt 
will then beg the Fuehrer on his 
knees to purchase from the United 
States not manufactured products 
but raw materials at prices which 
we shall dictate. The United States 
is at present so demoralized and 
corrupt that, like France and Eng- 
land, It need not be taken into 
consideration as a military adver- 
sary." 


Hitler Never Kept Promts*. 


Adolph Hitler was 
quoted 
oa 


saying "Wo shall train our youth. 
We shall have men which degen- 
erate Yankeedom will not bo able 
to challenge. National 
socialism 


alone is destined to liberate the 
American people from their ruling 
clique and give them back the 
means of becoming a great na- 
tion." Then the vice-chairman of 
the

affairs 
committee 


pointed out Hitler had never kept 
a promise and had never failed to 
execute or tried to execute 
his 
threats. 


To those critics who bellevi 


United States Is sufficiently 
lated for safety, the speaker re- 
called that aviation has drastical- 
ly reduced the size of the world, 
and that New York was only thir- 
teen hours from Berlin and Seat- 
tle sixteen 
hourti 
from 
Tokyo, 


while some parts of South Amer- 
ica were only six hours away by 
air from Africa where Nazi forces 
are now being mobilized.

HILLMAN FAVORS 
GOVERNMENT TAKING 
OVER STRUCK PUNTS 


WOULD OPERATE DEFENSE 
UNITS WHERE OPERATIONS 


STOPPED BY STRIKES 


WASHINGTON, April 
21.—(/P)— 


Sidney Hlllman, associate director 
of the Office of Production Man- 
agement, testified today that "If 
It becomes necessary," he would 
favor the government taking over 
and operating defense plants In 
which production had been stop- 
ped by strikes. 


At the same time, however, he 


told the senate committee invrstl- 
gatlng the defense program that 
he did not think such action nec- 
essary now and that 
no 
other 


legislation was needed to deal with 
strikes. 
He urged, instead, that govern- 
ment efforts to obtain 
"cooper- 
ation" between labor and manage- 
ment be continued. 


He cautioned that the govern- 
ment should be authorized to take 
over a strike-bound defense plant 
only "in an emergency" and "if 
there is no other way." 


He said he believed "we are 


going into an era of even greater 
collaboration between management 
and labor. We have got today a 
spirit of full cooperation." 


Millman said that he regarded 
it "very unfortunate" that a few 
labor disputes which had led to 
work stoppages had attracted pub- 
lic attention while many disputes 
which were settled amicably, went 
unnoticed. 


Hlllman said that he regarded 
were becoming shorter in their du- 
ration and at present, outside of 
the coal industry, there are "only 
about 15,000 workers on strike in 
the whole range of national 
de- 
fense." 
Two weeks ago he had 
said that only 8,000 defense work- 
ers were on strike. 
He said the small 
number of 
strikes "may be .regarded as re- 
markable, for it is a well-establish- 
ed fact that increases in industrial 
activity are regularly marked by 
increases

through industrial disputes."
